NATURAL INCREASE. The excess of births over deaths for the six 
months was 2,570 (3,121), a decrease of 551 and 754 less than the mean 
of the Similar periods 1925 to 1929. 


BIRTHS. 5,034 (5,434) were registered being 399 less than for 
the Same period in 1929 and 698 less than the five years’ mean for the 
game period 1925 to 1929.

MARRIAGES. The marriages celebrated numbered 1,812 (1,904)

DEATHS. The deaths registered numbered 2,464 (2,312) bei ng 
an increase of 152 and 58 greater than the mean of the similar five 
periods 1925-1929.

| INFANTILE DBATHS. NO. @ CAUSES. 259 (190) deaths were recorded, 
being 69 more than for the Same period in 1929 but 15 fewer than the 
mean of the Similar five periods 1925-1929. The principal causes were - 
whooping Cough 12 (-), Broncho Pneumonia and Pneumonia 2 (10), 
|Diarrhoea and Enteritis 47 (13), Mslformations 22 (21), Congenital 
Mebility gc. 30 (14), Premature Births 57 (53), Other diseases of early 
infancy 16 (34), and all other causes 50 (45), total 259 (190). 


INFECTIOUS DISBASES NOTIFIED. (Table 5). Substantial increases
